THOUSANDS ‘WOM ELESS. 


Much indignation. © has been 
caused by the looting of villages 
to thei.south of Foochow by: 
General ‘Chang Yi’s.men. “Of 93 
villages in that region,” says our 
correspondent, “J am informed 
that 91. have been marc or less 
thoroughly looted, and thousands 
of people are practically without’ 
uny means of keeping body and 
Christian and non- 
Christian agencies, are co-operat- 
dng: in relief. work, ond already 
several thousand dollars have been 
‘spent in ‘supplying food fo the 
most needy. Much. labour and 
many gifts will be needed before 
the burnt houses, and furniture 
destroyed, dnd the money, ctc,, 
‘stolen can be replaced. The jight-. 
ing ceased last week,: and'I am 
informed that Chang Yi isto be 
sent North, owith the majority of 
his soldiers. . The ‘actual casual- 
ties “were not very high, but 
amounted to several hundred kill- 
ed and wounded.’
